Sadly, we had fallen into the trap that seems to be 
perpetuated by this university. Ignorance of world 
affairs, and no interest in finding out. Laurentian's 
student populatiuon seems to remain blissfully 
unaware of what is going on beyond our campus. The 
ramifications of this ignorance are far reaching, 
especially when one realizes that many Laurentian 



graduates will go on to fill management positibns in 
large companies that will have the ability to exploit/ 
Perhaps it is time that Laurentian examined its' role as 
an educator and started talcing a more responsible 
attitude s the education of its^graduates. Apartheid is 
more than a bad word. Professors, especially in the 
business programs, should be initiating discussions on 
the ethics of big business; they should be informed 
on pertinent ' issues, and they should pass this 
information on. It is said that big business has no 
conscience. It ' never will if the people filling 
management positions aren't educated. We have the 
resources, the ability, and the opportunity; let's use 

them. 



Manitoban, Wednesday, October 13, 1982 
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Imagine a picture three quarters the size of this page. In it a young 
woman is holding a young man s face and gazing lovingly into his eyes 
because he has bought her a new diamond ring. The caption above it 
reads: 

"Is two month's salary too much to spend for something that 
lasts forever?" 

That is what you would be seeing now if we were a bunch of un- 
principled profiteers. As it is. The Manitoban has refused to print this 
advertisement from the South African corporation, De Beers. Here's 

why we haven't printed the ad. 

I trust everyone noticed the words "South African" in the last 
paragraph. De Been* is the largest, and for all purposes only, diamond 
company in the world. It is an integral part of the economic and 
political establishment in South Africa whose apartheid policies 
enslave a race. Your average mine workers in -South Africa get 880 
rands per month in salary. Whites, that is. Blacks, who make up most 
of the mining workforce, only get 148. Do you want your student 
paper running on money that was made by enslaving 20 million peo- 
ple for the colour of their skin? 

The ad was thrown out without further consideration. But that's 
not all that's objectionable about it. The Western Regional Conference 
of Canadian University Press has labelled the De Beers ad sexist. It 
says r in effect, "For two month's salary, you can buy this woman/' 
Does De Btfcrs actually believe that Canadian women are stupid 
enough to throw themselves at the first jerk who bribes them with a 
diamond7 And why do they refuse to even consider the possibility 
that a woman might want to buy a man a diamoi.d? This ad is the pro- 
duct of a sick mind that treats women as chattel and believes that love 
can be bought and sold like a hunk of rock. 
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So you think you'll buy your diamond from some other com- 
pany, maybe one that treats bracks artd wome« a* human -bet ngs? Fat 
chance! In one way or another, De Beerecontrols the sale of every dia- 
mond mined in the entire world. Purchasing a diamond supports apar- 
theid 

Maybe it's time you considered why you want a diamond in the 
first place. So it looks nice. Admit it you can'^ tell the difference bet- 
ween a diamond and cut glass. Well the/re worth a lot. They'd be a 
good investment wouldn't they? 

I hate to ruin your dreams of wealth, but diamonds come churn- 
ing out of South Africa like oil out of Alberta, De Beers uses its 
monopoly to stockpile diamonds and keep them "scarce*. If they 
didn't the diamond market would collapse overnight and you would 
get about 10c on your dollar. 

So how does De Beers keep the prices high for these chunks of 
compressed coal? Easy, Yuu have been brainwashed! Several years 
ago, in an attempt to keep up its profits, De Beers launched an adver- 
tising campaign that convinced the world that love equals De Beers 
diamonds. And I'll bet you never guessed you're a victim of corporate 
mind manipulation. 

However, diamond sales have been flagging recently, so De 
Beers is starting a new hype campaign aimed at the 18-25 age range to 
fill you with the crap that if you really love someone, you'll give them 
a De Beers diamond.The management of the Manitoban sincerely 
regrets that you will not be able to participate in this campaign. 

But it doesn't really matter that the entire diamond industry is rot- 
ten to the core. Even the fact that De Beers' ad agency has the taste of 
a barnyard hog is secondary. What's important is that any support in 
any way for the De Beers corporation is support for apartheid. We 
refuse to support apartheid.

taxpayer's account is credited. 
Next, returns are reviewed by 
assessors' to ensure accuracy. 
Then, each return is stored in 
computers wich detect any 
errors made by • the • typist, 
taxpayer, or assessor.

processing is completed, assess- 
ment notices and refund 
cheques are mailed to each 
taxpayer if necessary. Finally, 
the returns are stored in files in 
the Taxroll Section of the 
centre. "Our policy is to get. 
most returns out quick, not 
questioning everything, then 
assessing ' the returns", said 

Baroriette. 

"Everyting revolves around 

the computers", explained 
Baroriette during a tour of the 

huge complex. The centre has 
an elaborate system of com- 
puters, including pre- 
programmed computers and 
terminals similar in form to 
those at Laurentian. No doubt, 
computer knowledge is an asset 
for any applicant. Baronette 
added: "I personally make daily 
updates (by computer) to see 
jUst where we stand". 

The centre utilizes the system 
of mass recruiting when hiring 
employees. "The belter quali- 
fied applicants will always win 
the best jobs", remarked Baro- 
riette. By this summer, there 
should be about 650 permanent 
staff. During the spring, 
approximately 1,100 casual em- 
ployees will be hired. Baronette 
pointed out a large classroom at 
the centre where the temporary 

staff are trained. The salary of a 
casual averages about $8.00 an 
hour. Anyone who worked last 
year will be recalled first, as 
early as the fifteenth of Fcbr- 
ary. New staff will be phased in 
beginning the fifteenth of 
March. Layoffs will commence 
during May, until the phasing 
out ueriod Is compacted by tho 
end of the summer. 

Literally millions of tax 
returns will flow through the 
centre this year. By 1984, the 
centre should have between 750 
and 800 permanent workers on 
staff. Eventually, Sudbury is 
expected to process about 
20 per cent fo Canadian tax 

returns. 

"A high school and uni- 
versity graduate no doubt has 
the edge over a grade ten grad", 
noted Baronette, in reference to 
job applicants. Employees at 

the taxation centre must have at 



least grade ten education. Often 
the federal government sub- 
sidizes courses that will improve 
an employee's qualifications, 
paying up to 100 per cent of the 



The complex itself is an 
' impressive structure located on 
Notre Dame Avenue. One can- 
not help but notice how im- 
maculate the building is kept. In* 
addition, security guards patrol 
the area, protecting both the 
comple* itself and the millions 
of taxpayers' files stored at the 
centre. Visitors to the complex 
require special daily passes 
which is but one reflection of 
the well-organized operation. 

Baroriette has been the dir- 
ector of the taxation centre 
since lis opening in 1982. He has 
grdat pride in the centre and is 
extremely cordial towards his 

employees. 

When a full-time position 
must be filled al the taxation 
centre, and an inside posting is 
made — the public cannot apply 
unless there is no employee who 
can fill the position. "The merit 
system then takes over," stated 

Baronette. The most qualified 
applicant, not necessarily one 
with the most seniority, will get 

the job. When applying for a 
' job, a written test or an 
interview, or both, will be 
required. Often a panel of 
about two or three people 
evaluate the applicant's capa- 
bilities and qualifications. Once 
a year, each employee is rated. 
'There arc ongoing evaluations 
for every employee", em- 
phasized Baronette. 

"If you arc Interacted \n 
taxation, look at a night shift 
job. This will give you insight 

into the working world", ex- 
pressed Baronette. "Just get 
your foot in the door first. It's 
hard to bring in B-Comni 
students due to their lack of 
experience. However, we like to 
get kids with B-Comms because 
they have great potential", 
mentioned Baronette. 

Last, but certainly not least, 
Baroriette offered a word of 
advice to the students at 
Laurentian: "By all means, go 
on to graduation!!"

Fees 



Residence fees will increase by 
an average of 19% next year for 

all university owned facilities. 

According to Director of 
Services, Romeo Bertoli, the 
$100 increase is a direct result of 
higher natural gas prices. 

"Residences cover only 35% 
of the actual cost (of heating)," 
said Bertoli, "while they ac- 
count for 40% of the footage 
being heated." 

Bertoli stressed that university 
residences are ancillary services, 
and have budgets completely 
separate from that of the 
university proper. 

"The residences should pay 
for' themselves," said Bertoli 
referring to the Married Stu- 
dents, University College and 



Single Students complexes. 

Joan Buchanan, Vice- 
President external of the 
Students' General Association, 
questioned the raise in the fees, 
Siting ' the principal of the 

government's 5% and 6% 
guidelines. 



University residences do not 
fall under' the Landlord Ten- 
nants Act and are not bound by 
,this legislation. 

Buchanan questionned 

pertoli's claim that the resi- 
pdences are currently running 
over a 5% deficit. "Why is 1 



there going to be a 10% jump 
this year, when in previous 
years' it has been kept to 5%?

Franco-Ontarians . . . Where Do They Stand - One Man's Perceptidn

Bendit Cazabon is a franco- 
Ohtarian. Originally from 
Vcrner, a small community just 
outside of Sudbury, Cazabon 
has'studied in France as well as 
at Laurentian University. He 
has ' taught in Quebec and 
presently is the Head of the 
French Department at Lauren- 
dan. 

The walls of the small office 
are lined with reference books, 
and there are many file folders 
ori the desk. An oversize paper 
clip Sits oil the desk. Ironically, 
' it holds nothing. 

Cazabon himself is a small 
man, but his energy and en- 
thusiasm for the cause of the 
Francophone in Ontario quickly 
becomes apparent as the inter- 
view progresses. 

"Quebec has made a de- 
cision to forget French Cana- 
dians outside of Quebec/* said 
Cazabon of the situation of 
franco-Ohtarians, "They have 
enough problems managing 
their own identity. We are not 
cxp&ting much (from Quebec) 
eveii though we would like to." 

4 * Because they (Franco- 
Ontarians) arc a minority, they 
have a very defensive approach. 
What a non-assimilated person 
would see as a positive force is 
seen by most minority people as 
a negative response to unity in 
Canada." 

"We waht nothing less than 
is promised in the Charter of 
Rights. Two official languages. 
Rights entrenched in the 
Charter should be reflected in 
the social and political reality." 

"There is a lot of tokenism" 
said Cazabon referring to how 
bitingualism is applied and 
supported. "A number of 
grant s are apparently 

available..." Bui according to 
this franco-Ontarian, the grants 
are fcither extremely difficult to 
obtain or are of little value. 
"We are forgotten in the 
mairistream of large research 
grants." 

All of the above factors 
combine in the oppression of 
francophone minority in On- 
tario, and despite the Charter of 
Rights, Francophones arc "not 
guaranteed rights that make it 
(being francophone and main- 
taining that identity) easy." 
according to Cazabon. 



Substantial francophone 
communities in Ontario exist in 
Ottawa, Windsor, and Toronto 
as well as in Northern Ontario. 
Questionned about contact be- 
tween' these communities and 
their support of each other, 



phone population compound 
the problem, according to Caza- 
bon. Francophone communities 
tend to be located on the fringes 
of larger anglophone com- 
munities and Cazabon felt that 
this was a determining factor in

"Anglophones in Northern 
Ontario are in a minority also" 
said Cazabon, but goes on to 
explairi that the north "missed 
the boat because the action is 



ship. "The francophone popu- 
lation on campus id divided in 
its origins." Francophone stu- 
dents studying at Laurentian 
come from Quebec, Ottawa, 
and Northern Ontario for the 
most pdrt. 



In order to draw more 
francophone sudents, the uni- 
versity must change. "In- 
stitutional bilingualism has to 
be reflected in the structures of 
that institution." said Cazabon. 
"We could have eventually, and 
I hope we have, a francophone 
university in Ontario." 

Cazabon did not see the 
restructured university of 
Ndrthedstern Ontario as a ve- 
hicle fot this francophone uni- 
versity, but did see potential for 
increased franconhone input. 

"We have to have equality 
on the Board of Governors. We 

must have an equal share of 

decision making policies." Caz- 
abon favours a two chamber 
seriate, one English, the other 
French. The two chambers 
would meet to discuss common 
problems. "There would be 
equality this way," said Caz- 
abon, "not 50/50 but rather 
100/100. There would be a 
conflicting attitude." 

The present structure is, 
according" to Cazabon, "Frus- 
trating." "It's a frustrating 
experience because you're con- 
stantly begging for rights. The 
rights should be given once and 
for all, and then- it's up to the 
group lo execute them properly. 
In' the past the francophones 
have lost the power to even deal 
with their own powers." 

"It seems that the franco- 
phones have come to this point 
of nonchalence, of non- 
involvement, because it is a 
phonomena through the world 
to be more individualistic, less 
involved in common causes. 
Generally speaking, I believe 
th'a( the core francophone stu- 
dent coming from the high 
schools is less conscious of his 
identity. He is closer to the 
anglophone. The quality of 
their French has imporved but 
their sense of identity is less." 

"People don't know when 
they lose their identity, it's 
almost subliminal. We used to 
be a real university in the sense 
that we" transmitted questions 
about important matters. Now 
' it is job oriented. There is a lot 
of resentment, frustration, dis- 
satisfaction (among the staff) 
about Laurentian as a working 
place in French." 

"At* times I see hope, at 
times I'm very discouraged." 
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
